SPANIARDS URGE WA 


Excitement Growing in Madrid. Gov= 


ernment Urged to Take. First 


Action. Cabinet Meets. 


London, Feb. 25.— A special dispatch 


from Madrid says that the Spaniards are 
expecting war with the United States as a 
resalt of the Maine disaster. This pros- 
pect is pronounced pleasing to all parties 
in Spain, and the more excitable news- 
papers are already urging the Spanish 
government to take measures which will 
enable Spain to strike the first and deci- 
sive blow. 


The feeling in Madrid is growing owine 


to dispatches from the United States say- 
ing that public opinion in the latter coun- 
try is becoming more excited as the 
impression grows that the loss of the 
Maine was not due to an accident. 


The dispatch from Madrid says in 


conclusion: "These reports 
from this 


United States are stirring popular feelicB 
in Madrid, and the conviction is increas- 
ing in ministerial circles that the worst 
must be expected. The government ha8 
no choice, if the United States adopts a 
threatening attitude, for the prospect of 
war is pleasing to every one." 


Cabinet meeting Held Today. 


Washington, Feb. 25.— The first ful1 


meeting of the cabinet in some weeks was 
held today. The members talked about 
the Maine disaster at some length as a 
current topic of vital interest, but no 
action of any kind was taken nor any 
suggestions made. 


No intimation has*yet come from the 


court of inquiry as to how long it will be 
occupied with its work and consequently 
no conclusion can be reached as to when 
its report will be available. The situation 
otherwise is unchanged and after the 
cabinet meetiog today it was announced 
that there was no news at the state or 
navy departments that added anything to 
*he situation as shown by yesterday's 
dispatches. 


AVork ol' tlie Wreckers, 


Havana, JPeb. 25.— The wounded are re- 


ported to be doing well thus far today. 
The Merritt and Chapman Derrick and 
Wrecking company's tug Eight Arm is 
again at work removing such parts of the 
wreck as is possible in advance of the ar- 
rival of stronger tugs from the North. It 
is believed that divers from the Fleet and 
Eight Arm will remain at work when the 
Mangrove leaves for Key West. 


The Fern will then be the only Units^ 


States vessel in Harbor. After the Man" 
grove goes, the public generally will be 
excluded from official vessels, and cards 
will have to be presented by correspon- 
dents before admission is given them. 


Investigation Proeeedimrs.

taking the testimony of two civilians, 
Americans, who saw the explosion from 
the deck of the City of "Washington, 
that was moored a few hundred yards 
from the Maine, and of two divers who 
have been at work on the-wreck for sev- 
eral days. Although it is probable that 
the Mangrrove will leave for Key West 
today, Captain Sampson is not yet cer- 
tain. It is believed the court will re- 
turn to Havana after hearing- the Key 
"West witnesses. 


Neither the officers of the court of in- 


quiry nor the witnesses will give the 
slightest indication of the testimony, 
or the conclusions deducible from it, and 
all say that the men employed on the 
wreck have been warned to observe an 
equally strict reticence. This course is 
regarded as eminently wise , by 
the 


American and Spanish officials, as there 
is no telling- what passions might be 
aroused or what evil results might be 
brought about by talking freely on of- 
ficial matters in the present state of 
public feeling in Havana.- Thus far 
Americans are treated with the utmost 
courtesy and kindness, and it seems the 
special care of the residents of Havana 
to show friendliness. Such -a state of 
things certainly is desirable, but it 
might easily be changed if officers, only 
partly informed of the truth, talked for 
publication. The inquirers will go to 
Key West today or tomorrow. 


Offers "Positive Proof." 


New York, Feb. 25.— A Havana corre- 


spondent of a local paper says: "Af- 
ter having spent every hour of daylight 
for three days in a sailboat about the 
wreck of the Maine, adding to my own 
observations that which I learned from 
divers and experts, I am able to offer 
these positive proofs that the battle- 
ship Maine was destroyed by a sub- 
marine mine: 
The forward magazine 


did not explode; the aft magazine did 
not explode. 
Outside of these maga- 


zines there were not enough explosives 
on board to cause the destruction of the 
battleship, 


"Dynamite in coal could not 
have 


caused the explosion. The only boilers 
that had up steam have been found to 
be Intact. 
Six-inch and 10-inch powder 


cases, some empty, some half filled with 
brown powder, some full, have been 
found. 
No internal explosion could 


have occurred where these powder-casea 
were. Part of the Maine has no bottom. 
The divers wade around in the mud, 
searching for bodies. 
TJhts shows that 


some tremendous blow was dealt the 
Maine In the bottom, tearing upward 
through the ship." 


Dcpow Spoke at an Auction. 


New York, Feb. 25.— A thousand rep- 


resentative people gathered at th« 


Metropolitan Opera rfSustf yesterday to 
bid for the boxes and seats for the per- 
formance on Sunday night next for the 
benefit of the families of the sailors and 
marines who lost their lives in Havana 
harbor. Chauncey M. Depew made a 
speech previous to the sale, in which ha 
said: "It is many years since the coun- 
try stood in the shadow of a crisis so 
overwhelming as the present. We stand 
in the r.ttitude of saying to the president: 
•Wf wish you fearlessly and without 
favor to friends or foe to examine into 
and tell us what caused the death of 
these seamen, our brothers.' Our great 
ship went to Havana to project Ameri- 
can life and property. If called upon, 
evpryonp on board was ready to lay 
down his life." 


The sale netted $3926. All of the par-

An Apprentice's Story. 


Schenectady, N. Y-, Feb. 25.—Ambrose 


Ham, who was on board the Maine when 
she was blown up at Havana, has writ- 
ten to his father. Young Ham, who is an 
apprentice, was on watch when the ex- 
plosion 
occurred. 
His letter says: 


"Three bells, or 9:30, sounded, and noth- 
ing- occurred to warn us of the accident 
soon to happen. About 20 minutes to 
10 I \xas standing at the break of the 
poop and was going to turn around to 
walk further aft when I saw a flash of 
light or fire which seemed to envelop tha 
whole ship. Then I heard a report and 
I was hit with a piece of iron on the left 
side of my face. Then a second report, 
longer and more terrible than the first, 
occurred, and the big ship was lifted out 
of the water and fell back into the water 
a mass of broken and tangled steel, that 
is the forward part of the ship. Fifty 
feet from the stern forward was not 
touched. When she settled back into 
the water she began to sink. When I 
recovered from the shock I ran aft to 
the captain's boat and helped to lower 
it, and we picked up a lot of men that 
were in the water." Ham expresses his 
opinion that the disaster was caused by 
the people who are in Havana and who 
caused the riots. 


Belief In Spain's Innocence. 


Boston, Feb. 25.—Thursday's Tran- 


script had interviews with-leading- busi- 
ness men to show that the feeling- of un- 
certainty which has settled the stock 
market was unwarranted. Governor 
Wolcott thought that no wiser word had 
been spoken than the expression in Cap- 
tain Sigsbee's first dispatch, written 
when the horror of the disaster was 
fresh in his mind, calling on the Ameri- 
can people to '"suspend judgment" until 
all the facts should be known. "The 
American people, I think, can be trusted 
to preserve that calm and deliberate at- 
titude of mind which we like to consider 
characteristic of our race. When tha 
full facts of the explosion are made to 
appear, I have every confidence that 
the dignity and the honor of the republic 
•will be safe in the hands of the national 
administration." 


T. Jefferson Coolidge said: "It is per- 


fectly absurd to think that the Spanish 
government had anything to do with tha 
sinking- of the Maine at all. If it was 
blown up it was either the work of the 
Cuban junta in order to make trouble 
for Spain, or of the Spanish Cubans 
themselves to make trouble for tha 


United fc'Un-.-B. Either one of these 
might have cone it, but it is perfectly 
absurd to think that the Spanish gov- 
ernment itself had anything to do with 
it. The accident may have been due to 
the action of electricity on board ship, 
or some other cause of that kind. But 
suppose the Maine was blown up by a 
Spanish Cuban or the junta, Spain is 
not responsible. The only thing we 
could do would be to ask Spain to pay for 
8t, as it was blown up in a peaceful har- 
bor under the control of the Spanish gov- 
ernment. The Spanish are conscious 
that they are weak, and it would only be 
in a violent state of passion that they 
would think of attacking us. I don't 
think they would hesitate fora moment 
to pay damages if it was proved that the 
Maine was blown up by treachery." 


Advised to Prepare. 


Madrid, Feb. 25.—The Imparcial takes 


the Spanish government to task for its 
"apathy, contrasted with the patriotic 
feeling of the country," and warns the 
nation against the "hypocritical Yankee 
nation which really aims at the indepen- 
dence of Cuba." 


Continuing, the paper remarks: Pres- 


ident McKinley may make and reiter- 
ate protestations of friendship and pa- 
cific intentions, but his actions contra- 
dict his words. 
While the president of 


the United States is cajoling with words 
he sharpens his weapon to stab us be- 
hind. 
While talking peace he utilizes 


even Sundays in unusual war prepara- 
tions at the docks and cancels the fur- 
loughs of the marines. 
Can we trust 


Ihose who are preventing the pacification 
of Cuba and fomenting rebellioi and 
fillibustering expeditions, sending 'war- 
ships under the pretext of friendship 
and preaching peace? 
We must pre- 


pare for war."

Starvalion May End the Cotton 


Strike. Outside Aid Not Suf- 


ficient. Much Suffering. 


New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 23.--.rnb 


cotton manufacturers of this city have 
a new •end most forcible ally. His name 
is starvation, and although he has been 
for weeks gathering: strength for the 
assertion of his power, he has but re- 
cently been enabled to declare it. His 
awful influence is too potrnt to be de- 
nied, and his sway promises to bring 
the strike to an end, while every othei 
influence has utterly faii|d. 


An appeal has been issued to everyone 


asking for aid, either in money, food or 
clothing-. Desperate as this may seem, 
it is no whit overdrawn. While the early 
stories of starvation,werfr ridiculed, and 
not without cause, for there was no 
starvation at the outset, {here is plenty 
o| it today, and cases are not isolated. 
There is the most abject poverty in all 
quarters. In spite of the. efforts of the 
city poor department, which has Issued 
some 4000 food orders since-the beginning 
of the strike, and the hearty relief of the 
eight soup houses, which are trying to 
feed over 1009 families, there is actual 
want. 
> 


At the outset the strikers were prom- 
j-ised all sorts of aid in their "fight for 


all the oppressed cotton operatives of 
New England," as they were made to 
consider it. They relinquished a pay 
roll of ?75,000 per week to battle for prin- 
ciple. For nearly six weeks they have 
firmly held out in their resistance, but 
never once has ,the relief from general 
outaide sources reached $1500 a week, 
trader the old schedule they were scarce- 
ly ab!e to live in decency; reduced SO per- 
cent, there was nothing- left for them 
but suffering- and hunger. 


At the outset of the contest the 


Weavers' union was a strong and confi- 
dent organization. It had 1500 members 
and a treasury of $9000; They were not 
allied with any of the „great -national 
movements, as are the spirmers tp<the 
American Federation, but they werdled 
to believe that they would be amply sup- 
ported and the strike would last but a 
couple of week* or so. Today, after six 
weeks, the treasury is gone. Instead of 


trie" $3 each per week to which they are 
entitled by their constitution, the union- 
ists have voted to accept $1 per week, 
and the treasury cannot stand even that 
slight burden. 
' 


Many Holding Out. 


Fall River, Mass., Feb. 25.—The frame 


spinners at the King Philip mill are 
still more or less defiant, and many of 
them refused to return to work, pre- 
ferring tc fight a little longer. 
Their 


places are being filled by operatives 
from other mills and from New Bedford, 
and the trouble will soon be entirely 
ended by the employment of a full com- 
plement of help. 
The strikers have lost 


the support of the mule spinners, who 
have returned to work, and cannot hold 
out long, although they are endeavoring 
tt> collect money from the operatives and 
business men. 


To Organize Backboys. 


Pawtucket, R. I., Feb. 25.—-The Rhode 


Island Mule Spinners" association held 
a general meeting- in this city last night, 
and beside the usual business of the 
association it was decided to organize 
the^backboys throughout the state. The 
boys have petitjoned ^p become mem- 
bers. 
An application was received from 


the mule spinners of the mills of the 
Manville company at Manville for ad- 
mission to the association, and it v/as 
voted to allow them to become members. 


Willing to Accept naif. 


Tajinton, Mass., Feb. 26.—The cpm- 


rnittee of strikers of the Whittenton 
mill waited upon Suprentendent Lover- 
ing and proposed a compromise by cut- 
ting the six percent reduction in half. 
After an extended conference it was an- 
nounced that no agreement was reached. 
It is thought that the strike will come 
to an end within a week.

No Developments of Importance In the Havana 


Situation. ,,- 


Washington, Feb. 25.—Representative 


Boutelle, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on naval affairs, conferred with 
Secretary Long yesterday on the ques- 
tion of relief for the survivors of the 
Maine disaster. The bill which he has 
prepared will carry about $167,000 if 
passed in its present form. How far the 
general law passed in 1895 will affect the 
special relief extended to the Maine suf- 
ferers has not yet been determined, but 
in any event: it will cover only the actual 
loss of clothing, etc., while the relief 
measure is designed to give a bulk al- 
lowance equivalent to 12 months' pay. 


CONGRESSMAN BOUTEIiB. 


Referring- to the rumors of treachery 


In connection with the Maine disaster, 
Mr. Boutelle said: "I feel that any 
man who by spoken or written utter- 
ance adds a spark to inflame public sen- 
timent at this juncture is as gruilty as 
the man who would touch a match to the 
powder magazine of a vessel. This is a 
time for the calmest judgment instead 
of unguarded talk, wholly without basis 
of established '.'act, of a war which would 
entail the loss of hundreds of thousands 
of people." 


Section four of the measure stipulates 


that the relief granted "shall,bo deemed 
and taken to be full compensation for 
and in satisfaction of any and all claims 
whatsoever on account of loss or death 
by the destruction of the Unltod States 
steamship Maine, on the part of the 
beneficiaries hereinbefore designated." 
The secretary of the navy is authorized, 
"whenever In his discretion it may be 
deemed practicable 
"or expedient, to 


cause the remains of all or any of those ' 
who perished in consequence of such 
disaster to be removed to the United 
States cemetery at Arlington; provided 
.that the relatives of any such deceased 
officers and others mentioned In this 
act who prefer that the remains of such 
be taken to their homes within tho 
United States shall have such privilege 
extended to them and the expense there- 
of shall be borne by the United States; 
and the sum of $10,000 or so much thereof 
as may be necessary is hereby appropri- 


ated to carry out the provisions of this 
secion."

No Fresh News. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—It can be stated 


on the authority of Secretary Long that 
absolutely nothing of ,a disquieting na- 
ture has been received at the White 
House, nor is important news of any 
character expected until the court of 
inquiry has completed its investigation 
and submitted its report. 
The public 


has been fully informed as to all matters 
connected with> the disaster to the Maine 
which have come to the knowledge of 
the government. 
Nothing has been 


withheld of the least public interest, 
and this policy will be continued until 
the problem has been solved and the 
\\hoie truth brought to light. 
It is 


known that the government has not 
received any information from official 
sources- tending to show with any degree 
of certainty that the explosion was the 
work of enemies. 


It has been left to Captain Sigsbee to 


say what of the shattered material Is 
worth preserving. His statement that 
much blasting would be required to clear 
away encumbering material indicates 
that it is essential to destroy the upper 
portions of the wreck in order to get 
at what is more valuable beneath. ^Cap- 
tain Sigsbee's statement that the divers 
have been down aft seven days and f oi- 
ward four days gave the department the 
first information of the time that the 
divers hacUbeen in the vicinity or "zone 
of explosion." This zone is confined to 
the forward part of the ship. 


The statement in a Sigsbee dispatch of 


yesterday that "friends of the dead 
should understand we are in the tropics" 
is understood at the navy department 
to refer to the urgent pleas of relatives 
of the dead tnat Ihe latter b« brought 
to the United States. These appeals 
continue to be received here, but while 
they excite the deepest sympathy of of- 
ficials, no hope can be held out that the 
dead can be brought back. There are 
circumstances which, if thay could be 
made known, would end such appeals, 
and would show that the department 
has not been wanting ;n desire to save 
friends and relatives from the pain 
which would be causod by a full dis- 
closure of the effect of the explosion. 
The press reports have given in part 
the terrible mutilation of the bodies, but 
it is feared this has not been fully 
realized by friends and relatives. There 
is little hope that many of the bodies 
still missing will be found or, if found, 
that they will be in a condition to be 
brpy.-ht, '..V..,'^United States.

Two men stood near the depot tha other 


day and one of them was pointing out to 
the other how easily the grade crossing 
could be abolished. The land a few rods 
north of the Grossing Is considerably 
higher than the railroad tracks and the 
speaker's idea was that it would be a 
ilmple and comparatively easy operation 
to move the tracks to the north, grading 
down to the present level, when a slight 
elevation of the highway would carry it 
over the tracks without making a bad 
grade in the road. If this were done the 
railroad would have to run north of the 
houses that stand near the crossing and 
come out upon the main track near the 
railroad yard. 
This would give more 


room between the depot and the river, 
and the men who were discussing the 
matter seemed to think it would be a 
good thing to do, now that there Is an

Whether the 
railroad people have ever thought of the 
matter is not known, and possibly there 
might be obstacles in the way which do 
not appear on the surface, but so far as 
the lay of the land is concerned the plan 
must appear very feasible,

THE TRAGI-COMEDY OF AN ABORIG- 


INAL OUTCAST. 


He Had Committed the Bed Alan's Un- 


pardonable. Sin and Was Doomed to 
Female Attire and Ostracism—Hia Only 
Friend Was • Mongrel Oar.

It is many years since poor Squaw Char- 


ley enacted his tragl-comedy to the end 
und passed on to tho happy hunting 
grounds, but many Who were once deni- 
zens of that strange city whose ways he 
trod will etill recall him to iniud when in 
a reminiscent mood. It was a unique city 
tot on a hill, nnd its famo was not hid 
under a bushol, but wont nbroad In tho 
earth, for tho shares of its groat silver lode 
were eagerly bought and sold in all tha 
stock marts of the world.

At a recent banquet of the Yale Alumni 


association at New York, Prof. Arthur 
T. Hadley represented the faculty of that 
University and made a reply to the im- 
moderate charges of the Voice to the 
effect that there was an atmosphere of 
immorality and intemperance at New 
Haven, and that men of good judgment 
would not send their sons there for a 
course of study. Prof. Hadley said: 


"The Yale spirit conduces in every way 


to morality, and now more than ever. In 
the matter of temperance I believe it is a 
first-rate place to gand a boy. There is no 
place in the world to which a boy can go 
from the restrictions of home into the 
greater freedom of the world where he 
will have less chance to ruin himself than 
at Yale. The surroundings are helpful. 
As an undergraduate said to me the other 
day: "Nothing 'queers' a man so for the 
best societies as to take more liquor than 
is good for him," If one believes that he 
finds the best protection for himself in 
total abstinence, he will find that he will 
be encouraged and helped. If for the 
good of his fellows be abstains totally, he 
will find himself honored and respected. 
But if he proposes rules for others as pro- 
tection to himself, he will find himself in 
a hopeless minority. The mass of colle- | 
gians believe that more can be accom- 
plished by public sentiment than by legis- 
lation."

DOCTORS IN CHINESE STORES. 


The E-ine Old Methods of the Celestial 


Empire Applied Here. 


Nearly every Chinese mercantile store In 


this country has attached to it a Chinese 
doctor and a pharmaceutical department. 
In China every one chooses his own occu- 
pation, and any person may assume the 
title of physician without having given 
previous evidence of his professional com- 
petency. 
There are no medical colleges, 


and no examination tests eiist to worry 
the minds of the future practitioners. And 
neither are diplomas asked for or granted. 


This unlimited liberty of selecting an 


occupation has resulted in making the Chi- 
nese medical profession very large, and 
when the Chinese start a business a Chi- 
nese doctor is always included as one of 
the partners, and he acts as physician and 
apothecary for the firm. In China Chinese 
apothecaries, before they can carry on 
their business, must pass an examination 
and must exhibit a diploma from the ex- 
amination board. Medical study consists 
in mechanically learning the old Chinese 
medical worts, and, when possible, the 
inherited knowledge of remedies all in ac- 
cordance with the Chinese maxim, "Tha 
older'the better." 


Whan a physician has been unsuccessful, 


he retires with the common Chinese adage 
that "there ia medicine for sickness, but 
none for fate." Sometimes an invalid will 
go to a doctor and ask for how much ha 
will cure him and how soon the cure can 
be performed. He states the diagnosis of 
his case, the pulse is examined and every 
other symptom investigated, when a bar- 
gain is struck and a portion of the price 
paid. 
The patient then receives the suit- 


able medicines in quantity and -variety bet- 
ter fitted for a horse than a man, for the 
doctor reasons that out of a great number 
it is more likely that some will prove effi- 
cacious, and the more he gets paid for the 
more He ought to administer. 
A decoc- 


tion of a kettleful of simples is drunk by 
the siok man, and he gives up both work- 
ing and eating. If, however, .at the expi- 
ration of the time specified he is not cured, 
he scolds his physician for an ignorant 
charlatan who cheats him out of his money 
and seeks another, with whom he makes 
a similar bargain, and with probably sim- 
ilar results. 
The visits and examinations 


are very reasonable in price, varying in 
amount from 15 cents to $1. The fee is 
wrapped up in red paper and is called 
golden thanks.—New York Sun.

PIII8 taken after dinner aid dlgoition, 


The Government Has Long Been 


Preparing For War. 


PROBABLE PLAN OF CAMPAIGN. 


HOMES FOR THE HOMELESS. 


To Force the Fighting In Cabs, t*t the 


Spaninh Coast Aloue and Protect the 
Great American Seaport*—Walter Well- 
man's lu*id« Information. 


is,Feb. 25.—[Special.]—There 


is now no concealment in administration 
circles that tho government ia preparing 
for the possibility of war and has been pre- 
paring for ic during a year or more past. 
As I wrcte somo time ago, my dispatch 
being tho first disclosure of the govern- 
ment's military policy made in tho press, 
tho authorities hero determined a loag 
time ngo that if war wore to coiuo thoy 
would not he found unprepared for it. 
When tho war between tho states broka 
out, it is a well known faut that tho north 
was not ready for hostilities. In the light 
of history it is easy to see that tho unfor- 
tunate conflict was doubtless prolonged at 
least two years at tho cost of a vast treas- 
ure and many thousands of lives by this 
neglect. "In time of peace prepare for 
war" is an axiom which no nation oa"n af- 
ford to neglect. During tho last week tho 
newspapers all over tho country havo In 
many dispatches and narratives confirmed 
the accuracy of tho news which I gave con- 
cerning the elaborate preparations for war 
which were being made by our govern- 
ment. 


I am now able, upon the best of author- 


ity, to give some important facts concern- 
ing the plan of campaign adopted by our 
military authorities. If war comes be- 
tween the Uuitetl States and Spain, our 
plan will be to make it an offensive war so 
far as Cuba is concerned and a defensive 
war as to every other part of the field. It 
has been agreed that wo cannot afford to 
attempt an attack upon Spain or upon 
Spanish commerce. The southern coast of 
Spain, lying almost wholly within tho 
Mediterranean, we would not dare cam- 
paign against, as our ships and transports 
might be caught within the strait of Gi- 
braltar and be there destroyed by tha 
Spanish navy. 
That part of Spain lying 


on the Atlantic, in the bay of Biscay, 
offers no inducements to an attack by our 
fleets. 


Coast Protection. 


The administration has decided that in 


case war comes—and it is no't here yet by 
a long ways—our first duty is to protect 
our coast cities. In Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia or other seaports of this 
country the Spanish cruisers might do 
more damage in a few hours than we could 
inflict upon Spain in a month. We have 
the wealth and commerce lying exposed. 
Spain has little by comparison. According 
to this decision a great part of our fleet 
would bo engaged from the moment war 
was declared in defending our coast line. 
The ships would be divided into squadrons 
or detachments, each assigned to the work 
of projecting a particular port. They 
would cruise some distance at sea to inter- 
cept Spanish ships and give battle and 
would, of course, be ready to respond at 
any time to orders to assemble at another 
point which might be threatened with at- 
tack. 


One of the highest officers of our gov- 


ernment pointed out to me today that if 
war comes it is not likely to be as much of 
a picnic as some people may imagine it. 
Spain could afford to ignore Cuba, he said, 
and concentrate her attention upon the 
United States. She could afford to assume 
that we wore going to overrun that island, 
notwithstanding all her opposition. We 
would not get much if wo took it. It is a 
country already war ravaged and stripped. 
On the other hand, the destruction of an 
American city of the first class, or perhaps 
the levying of a vast tribute to avert bom- 
bardment, would be ample balm for any 
wound Spanish pride might suffer through' 
the capture of Cuba by our forces. 


Probable Spanish Tactics. 


"It must be remembered, "said the high, 


official with whom I enjoyed this private 
talk, "that Spain as the attacking party 
could choose the point of attack. Her tac- 
tics would undoubtedly be to assemble her 
fleets at some point in the ocean agreed 
upon beforehand, and thence to swoop 
down upon a city of the United States se- 
lected by her naval experts. In the nature 
of things we could not know which city 
was to be honored by this visitation till 
the fleet of the enemy was very near our 
shore. It might be Kew York, it might 
be Boston, it might be Charleston, it might 
be our navy yard at Portsmouth. We 
should be able to offer in defense only that 
detachment of our ships assigned to tho 
protection of that particular part of the 
coast. The result would be thai when the 
first blow was struck wo should be at a 
great disadvantage. Before our ro-enforco- 
ments could be brought up—one, two or 
threo days—the damage would be clone and 
Spain would have the infinite satisfaction 
of having bombarded an American city 
and perhaps destroyed a number of our 
best ships. 


"At tho outset Spain would have the 


best of it, because she could mobilize a 
nav^l force greater than any wo could 
offer against her. But of course this dis- 
advantage would quiokly disappear. In a 
short time all our available fleets would 
be concentrated at the point of attack. We 
should know where the enemy was, and 
we could go at him. If he ran away, wo 
could follow him. We could stick to his 
heels. After the first shock, in which Spain 
would no doubt get the better of us, it 
would be a struggle to the death, a contest 
of strength of armor, power of guns, speed 
of ships, seamanship and courage. Here 
wo should not be afraid to meet Spain. 
We should at least be her equal. After a 
week or two moro the advantage would bo 
on our side, on account of the distance 
from base at which tho enemy's fleets were 
operating. 
In time they would bo hqm- 


pered by lack of coal and other supplies. 
It ought not to take us moro than a month 
or six weeks to whip the Spanish fleets 
and drive what was left of them away 
from our coasts. 


"Meanwhile we should havo taken pos- 


session of Cuba. Havana would probably 
be ours within ten days from the declara- 
tion of -war. Spain's finances would go to 
pieces in a month. Her people, overjoyed 
nt the first victory, would lose heart nt the 
subsequent defeats. Tho chances are there 
would be riots if not revolution itself in 
Spain. Tho loss of Cuba would anger tho 
Spaniards, and Spain would be compelled 
to sue for peace within 60 days. I do not 
believe the -war would last raoro than 
three months at the outside, and the re- 
eult of it would be a victory for tho United 
states,"

For the Unemployed, 


[Sptcial Correspondence.] 


SAN FRAKCISCO. Feb. 9.—The city 


which gave birth to the Henry George 
philosophy and the idea of establishing 
single tax societies all over the world is 
now launching forth another economic 
propaganda 
which promises to be 


unique and farreaohiug. 


Leigh H. Irvine, a well known writer 


and lecturer on economic topios, is the 
founder of a new society, the motive of 
which is to try to iuuuce the federal 
government to establish a new state for 
the unemployed. 
Tho founder of the 


plan is a niaii of 35, a university gradu- 
ate and for some years a lawyer at Kan-

eaa City. He is not a socialist, though 
he eays there should be a state modeled 
somewhat after the style advocated by 
socialists. In an interview the founder 
of the new cult, -which has been taken 
up by one or two congressmen, said: 


"It has long been admitted by econ- 


omists and statesmen of nearly every 
school except that of Herbert Spencer 
that it is the duty of the state to care 
for the defective, delinquent and de- 
pendent classes. 
The general system 


now in vogne is the almshonse plan. 
This is bad. 


"I simply hold that it is the duty 


of the government, under that clause 
of the federal law which gives ifc a 
right to provide for the general wel- 
fare, to start a state or national colony 
for the worthy unemployed. I think this 
is a practicable idea and that it can be 
done within a few years. I would have 
the general government say to every 
worthy American citizen: 'You shall not 
be hungry and unclothed. We will al- 
low you to enlist in the great army of 
industry. In exchange for a few hours 
of your time each day we ask you to 
serve the government in such a way as 
we designate. 
We give you and your 


family a home. You must enlist for two 
years and when you leave you will be 
paid your pro rata of the total earnings.' 
I firmly believe that if this government 
were "to set asicfe a few million acres in 
half a dozen different parts of the coun- 
try, indorse the plan with money enough 
to go at farming and village building in 
a businesslike way and give the worthy 
unemployed the services of skillful 
managers as well, it would solve the dis- 
tressing problem of homeless men and 
women. It would give little children 
bread and a place to sleep, as well as 
schooling. To say that some such series 
of colonies would not beeome self sup- 
porting under the proper discipline and 
federal control-is to affirm that-the fer- 
tility of this great country, backed by 
brains and money, is not sufficient to 
support the popnlaSion.'' 


Mr. Irvine is about to abandon all his 


other labors and devote himself entirely 
to advocacy of this idea.

The South African native, it seems, ia 


rot always decorated with the mere trump- 
ery of the trader's wallet or of his own 
purveyance. It has become an attested 
fact that excellent diamonds, and dia- 
monds better than that, are possessed by 
chiefs and hoarded by them, not so much 
in intelligence of their value as in a firm 
fetichism. The atones have come to their 
hands by the good oid fashioned method 
of stealing them from the Kimbeiley mines 
years ago, before the present minute watch 
against gem thieving was systematized. 
•Diamond stealing at present is practically 
impossible under the peculiar methods of 
its prevention. Before the rigid examina- 
tions of workmen, and visitors began to be 
enforced, native laborers often were under 
a secret compact with their trlbnl rulers 
not to come back from the mines without 
a good sized stolen diamond for the chief's 
use. Hence a great many superb gems are 
in the dark unfathomed cavea of a Kaffir 
headman's establishment. 


Within a few years enterprising traders 


have made special expeditions and palavers 
for diamonds so hidden, with the result of 
successful bartering for them. Liquor and 
guns have been found useful. In gome 
Sfetances the superstition of the chiefs 
stood in the way of- traders' recovering 
valuable stones; but, on the other band, a 
email company working on this line of ac- 
quisition is credited with having obtained 
within four months not less tlpn (300,000 
worth of diamonds. One agent succeeded 
in buying of a chief six stones of more 
than 200 karats each.—Harper's Weekly. 


HOW SHARKS ARE CAUGHT. 


It II Exciting Sport to Laud the Terribl* 


Moiisterl. 


Although it is possible that it would not 


find favor with the devotees of Izaak Wal- 
ton's gentle art, shark fishing has much to 
recommend it to lovers of sport, according 
to the London Mail. Those who have in- 
dulged in it in Australia or elsewhere de- 
clare it to be a most exciting pastime and 
by no means an unprofitable one, seeing 
that a reward is paid by the government 
for every shark killed. 


Ordinary rowiug boats are the craft em- 


ployed by thu angler or rather hunter, and 
the line used is u strong cord about half 
the thickness of a man's little finger. The 
end to which the hook is attached consists 
of a chain or pieco of stout wire, to pre- 
vent the shark from biting through the 
lino and so escaping. The bait most ac- 
ceptable to the palates of these cannibalistic 
beasts is the liver of one of their own 
kind. In addition, when possible, a small 
shark should be captured and the oil 
squeezad from its liver and allowed to fall 
upon the water. This naturally spreads 
over a considerable area and attracts the 
sharks to the spot. As soon as the bait is 
taken the sportsmen begin to haul in the 
line. This is an easier matter than would 
be expected, for the shark makes little or 
no resistance until quite close to the boat. 


Then comes a sudden plungo, and the 


brute flies through the water at a groat 
pace. The only course is to allow the long 
line to be run out until the fish is tired, 
when it is again pulled in. This process 
is repeated until the creature is completely 
exhausted and can be dispatched. The 
coup de grace is generally administered 
by means of a rifle bullet. The shark, 
however, must be dragged well to the sur- 
face before the gun is discharged, for it is 
useless to fire through more than two 
inches of water. 


The best way of tiring a shark is to fas- 


ten an empty oil drum to the free end of 
the lino. This is thrown overboard as 
soon as the shark makes his first rush. 
The oil drum, of course, floats on tho sur- 
face and is followed by the boat until tne 
shark has been completely tired out. Tho 
line is then taken on board and the ex- 
hausted animal pulled in and killed in the 
way described above. 


It will thus be seen that shark fishing 


is by no means wanting in excitement, 
and those who indulge in it have the ad- 
ditional satisfaction of knowing that they 
are doing a public service in assisting in 
exterminating these pests. Shark acci- 
dents to bathers are mercifully few, but 
when they do occur they are generally of 
so ghastly a nature as to justify any 
means taken to make war upon these ter- 
rible monsters of the deep.

examined by tho physical director. 


The schedule of the various teams 


must bo approved by the athletic com- 
mittee. 


No athletic association or club shall 


bo allowed to enter any tc-am in any 
contest if it has an outstanding indobt-

Lovers of the sport must con- 
tent themselves with the artificial ice 
In tha rinks, which, after all, is not like 
the ice of lakes and rivers, any more 
than the atmosphere which prevails 
in such places is like the fresh outer 
air. 


Sleighing Is, of coarse, never common 


in Paris, but nevertheless the music of 
sleighbells is not absent from the 
streets, as a police ordinance requires 
all vehicles running on rubber tires to 
be provided with bells,, such carriages 
being otherwise quite noiseless, and, 
therefore, dangerous to the public, as 
there is no warning of their approach. 


It really looks as it the citizens of 


Paris were going1 to cheat the year and 
avoid cold weather altogether, for al- 
ready the plans for spring are develop- 
ing, and the carnival will, properly 
speaking, terminate the winter. There 
are, as usual, innumerable 
costumes 


provided for the festival, Russian ap- 
parel being much favored. For persons 
who do not care to take the trouble to 
prepare a costume, historical, national 
or fanciful, the resort Is the inevitable 
domino. But this garment Is not the 
sacklike attire of former years, much 
elaboration being now expended upon 
It. A new model, for example, is of 
liberty satin, and is gathered under a 
sort of little pelerine bordered with ruf- 
fles of mousseline de soie. It is sleeve- 
le.63, and is belted at the waist by a gir- 
dle of velvet and metal work, the belt 
passing under two long braids of flow- 
ered taffeta, which extend from the 
neck to the hem at the back, giving a 
watteau effect The loose head is gath- 
ered in a ruffle around the face, with in- 
side frills of mousseline de soie, and a 
bow on the top of the head.

From tablecloths to curtains Is but a 


step, and it may be as well to mention 
that sash curtains are much favored, 
but are now supported not by a rod 
fixed to the window casing at both 
ends, but by an arm of wrought iron or 
copper, usually of an antique design. 
This arm is secured at one end only 
and allows the curtain to be swung 
away from the glass or pushed close to 
it.

However, it is certain that 
stiff, outstanding folds and haircloth 
and metal extenders are banished, and 
probably by next fall our garments will 
begin to cling like a wet bathing suit. 
A significant indication of this probable 
alteration is seen in the new silk or 
thin flannel undergarment which is of- 
fering itself as a substitute for the 
flounced petticoat. It is not a divided 


skirt—in fact, if it were worn outside 
or on a bicycle it would be called trou- 
sers. The wheel is, no doubt, responsi- 
ble for its existence, as the crying ne- 
cessity for such attire was first made 
evident by the bicycle. Underwear of 
this kind is much warmer and lighter 
than 
the ordinary petticoat, which 


practically protects only the hips, as 


cold air has free circulation among- tha 
loose folds. However, If clinging gowns 
come In again, the avoidance of all bulk 
In underwear will be required. 


An undesirable change among all 


these satisfactory ones is the lengthen- 
ing of street skirts. A trailing skirt is 
undoubtedly prettier in itself and more 
graceful, becoming and dignilled than 
a short one, but it Is out of place in the 
street, because It should never be as- 
sociated with dirt if H Is to retain its- 
charm. A short walking skirt acquires 
far too much of the dust and odor of 
the street; a long one soon becomes re- 
pulsive.

NEW HOUSE DECORATIONS. 


Late Styles For the Interior Adornment 


of Fashionable Homes, 


As wealth has increased in America 


people have had more opportunities to 
cu!Hya£e-aad 4&,Julge refined tastes, and 
euch Indulgence and the ability to com- 
pare the customs obtaining here in the 
way of house decorations with those of 
other countries have produced year by 
year a harmony of magnificence that 
well becomes the palaces—let us say of 
New York's aristocracy—and the prince- 
ly fashions which present styles so apt- 
Ijr imitate. 


It is singularly appropriate that in 


adopting a general fad for a certain 
style of interior decoration the Ameri- 
can people should, have reveled in the 
"empire" styles of Napoleon I; that the 
torch of liberty and bayleaf crown of 


be in keeping, though they are of brass 
or gilt, sometimes with crystal attach- 
ments. 
Fashionable lamps, also, are 


now made of brass. 


In a Louis XV room everything must 


harmonize. The tapestries (if used at 
all) must be suitable to the period, and 
there must always be at least three of 
them, or a panel to correspond may be 
set on the third wall. In ,a tapestried 
room these draperies, costing several 
thousand each, hang on a gilt molding 
below the "cove" of the wall, and above 
this jointure are figures in bas relief to 
match the friezes, or the ceiling may be 
frescoed. The tapestries must have the 
same ground color, and that must be 
like the ground color scheme of the 
chairs, sofas, carpets or rugs. 


All the furniture must"be' in the style 


of Louis XV, which insures lightness 
and grace of shape, gold and jeweled 
woodwork and dainty upholstery effects 


Vlctoiy should have spread alike over 
carpets, chairs and curtains and green 
and gold, Napoleon's colors, should have 
adorned some part of nearly every 
wealthy home in the country. 


All that Is done away with now, and 


the fleur de lis of French royalty holds 
the key to the fashions of today, and 
Louis XV is supreme In a taste which 
for some time embraced Louis XIV and 
XVI as well. Decorations imitating 
those of the reigns of both these mon- 
archs are, however, in good taste. 


To be fashionable drawing rooms and 


parlors should have a frieze around the 
walls or Just above the doors and man- 
tels. People have discarded the fire- 
place for use, but they are so habituat- 
ed to Its break In the monotony of 
walls that they cling to It In the ma- 
jority of cases and do not seem to be 
able to find a substitute for It. 


A mantel In the style of Louis XV 


should have a mirror above It, In the 
center of which should rest a crystal 
applique, which appears circular In 
form because of It3 reflection, and 
wakes a soft radiance when liRhted. 


The appliques about the walls must 


and admits of the introduction of ex- 
quisite pieces of furniture, made in 
those days for use and in these prin- 
cipally for ornament. 


The window draperies, cushions and 


all the ornaments in such a suit of 
rooms must be in Louis XV style. None 
of the bric-a-brac may be of any other 
period. 


Some women who have let these 


kingly fashions run away with their 
Judgment have even had a dais and 
throne built In their drawing rooms,. 
This is even more in defiance of good 
taste than the fad for oriental corners 
in a room furnished in the French style. 
It Is impossible to avoid feeling a jar 
of discordant tones at sight of a Turk- 
ish bazaai- aet up in the midst of tho 


satin and flowered airiness of the old 
kingdom of France. It forms a cozy 
nook in a room or hall suited, through 
its interior 
decorations, to 
oriental 


draperies and wares. Let the oriental 
corners remain in the homes, but put 
them where they belong; leave oft 
much of the topheavy arrangements- 
suggestive of inclement wealher—and, 
above all, let the rest of the room har- 
mo;nize with it or banish the oriental 
corner from the American home. 


The Turk krows better than to deco- 


rate his bazaar with American wares. 
We might follow his good taste in in- 
terior decorations in more ways than 
one. 


If paintings are hung In reception 


and drawing rooms they should be very 
few in number and fine in quality. 
There are but few people in this coun- 
try who own sets of paintings by any 
one great artist to lend original deco- 
ration to their drawing rooms, and it is 
useless to try to imitate this expensive 
style set by a favored few. 


Hardwood floors grow more popular 


each year, and of these the "endwood" 
mosaic is the most beautiful as well as 
the most durable and expensive. The 
health and beauty of hardwood floors 
have been so well demonstrated that 
many of the handsomest homes in New 
York have not a square inch of carpet 
within them and use only rugs as floor 
coverings. Ten years ago wide borders 
•and fancy centers were the style; now 
the floor is laid in plain squares, and 
small rugs, not large ones, are the rule. 
Li Hung Chang was so taken with the 
hardwood floors of New Tork that one 
of his suit arranged with a manufac- 
turer here to fill some orders from 
China. 


An elegant way to furnish a library 


is with heavy carved, black oak of the 
Elizabethan period. The big chairs are 
quite as comfortable as they are hand- 
some and seem to imply that solidity 
for the accommodation of mind and 
body are to be found in the library. Its 
walls should be dark green, while those 
of a dining room should be compara- 
tively light, and boudoirs and sleeping 
rooms decidedly so. 


The new forest green furniture and 


wall panelings, with brackets and cab- 
inets, make up a charming scheme of 
color for a sitting room, breakfast 
room or country house parlors. Com- 
bined with bright plaid or white wicker 
furniture it is the prettiest thing im- 
aginable for summer homes. 


There is always one thing to remem- 


ber when furnishing a house, and that 
is that the American taste has got 
where one can no longer defy it with- 
out adverse criticism in the interior 
decorations of a home.

About Ice Creams. 


An excellent vanilla ice cream, "with- 


out eggs or thickening of flour" of any 
kind, may be made of a quart of rich 
cream, a cup of milk, a largo table- 
spoonful of English gelatin, a liberal 
cup of sugar and a tablespoonful of 
vanilla. Soak the gelatin in four table- 
spoonfuls of cold water for two hours. 
Bring the milk to the boiling point, and 
stir tho gelatin into the boiling milk 
and continue stirring until it is melted. 
Strain the preparation through a fine 
wire strainer Into the cream. Add the 
vtmllla and tho sugar and freeze-the 
mixture at once. 


An excellent chocolate ico cream may 


be made of a quart of cream, a pint of 
milk, a large tablespoonful of English 
polatin, \% cups sugar, two ounces of 
unsweetened chocolate scraped flna and 


a tablespoonful of vanilla extract. Soak 
the gelatin as before. Stir it into a 
cup of the milk and strain it^intp the 
cream. Stir the scraped chocolate' Into 
the remainder of the milk.^vhich must 
also be heated to the boiling point. Stir 
the preparation of chocolate over the 
fire until the chocolate is all melted and 
the whole is'a smooth, dark mass. Add 
the sugar, and stir all into the cream. 
Add the vanilla and freeze carefully. 


The 'success of an ice cream depends 


ice for at least two hours. It is better 
if kept four or even six hours before 
it is eaten. 


At a children's party in New Tork re- 


cently the ice cream was ?ertved in a 
way to draw forth the most extrava- 
gant exclamations of delight rrom the 
joung company. It was packed in little 
candlesticks cleverly made of pink pa- 
per. And, to add to the illusion, in the

Hints For the Care of Flowers. 


Plants that have been in the cellar all 


winter are likely to need a little water 
and other attention by this time. 


To clean old flowerpots on which" 


green moss and a sort of white mold 
have grown, scrub them vigorously with 
sand and water. 


Frequent cleansing of the leaves of 


foliage plants, by using tepid water and 
a sponge lends to their attractiveness, 
and is essential to tho health oi the 
plants. 


A splendid and effective protection 


against a certain amount of cold is se- 
cured by placing over the plants cone9 
made from paper. In this manner cold 
drafts from about windows on very se- 
vere windy nights can be kept from 
harming the plants.

Don't allow soap in a. lump to come In 
contact with silk. Take hold of one end 
of the article and "swish" round and 
round till clean. Rinse in cold water to 
which has been added vinegar, a des- 
sertspoonful to a quart. Place between 
dry clothes and squeeze, preferably 
through a machine. Shake well to get 
rid of superfluous moisture and iron at 
once through tissue paper with a warm 
iron.
